- Chungking, Jan, 2. . 
Mr, Chow En-lal, one of the most 
prominent leaders of-the Communist 
Party, told “Reuter” to-day that, the 
peace ‘move made by Wang Ching- 
wel cume as no surprise to him since, 
“in my 20 years of ossociation with 
Wang, Ihave always known him to 
be .n quitter." 
, Chow, who played a leading part in 
the Sinn incident, sald that Wang, 
during his entire political cureer had 
“frequently changed allgnments.” 
Wang had worked with the Com- 
munists at Hankow in 1927, joined 
the rebellion of Yen Hsl-shan and 
Feng. Yu-hsiang against Chiang Kal- 
shele, and ‘had ‘also ‘joined “Hu* Han-

Every time, however, Wang had 
betrayed his colleagues as soon as 
the golng was diMcult, said Chow, 
and belng an opportunist, he had 
always pursued the line of: Jeast 
resistance, 

Chow went on to say that Wang's 
first move towards negotiations with 
the Japanese was made in an inter- 
view he gave “Reuter” immediately 
after the ‘fall of Canton, and just be- 
fore the fall of Hankow,- when he 
made a statement expressing China's 
readiness to disctis# peace, 

This statement was 
denounced by all commanding officers 
who participated in the military 
conference at Hanyo, in Hunan in 
November, including Chang Fa-kwel, 
‘who for many ycars had been a close 
associate of Wang Ching-wai. 

Chow revealed that at the Natlonal 
People’s Congress,. which met ‘at 
Chungking In November, a close 
associate of Wang Ching-wel said 
that assistance from Britain, the 
United States, France and Russia 
could not be depended upon, and 
China must seek a peaceful solution 
of the conflict through ‘the assistarice 
of Germany and Italy. 

Chow also alleged that Wong’ made 
overturea to the Japanese “through 
his agent In Hongkong, who had

He added that Wang’s action would

Lost Plane Is Found |

wreckage of the plane, containing 
four bodies, was discovered 240 kilo- 
metres to the south-east of Kunming. 

‘The plane was stated to be flown 
by Mr. C, L. Johnson, an American 
of Lafayette, Indiana.

razed to-day in two big fires

whereupon Mr. Wang's  follow- 
ers circulated a note that “Wang 
Ching-wet is in danger and we must 
get him out of Chungking.” This 
was finally accomplished by Mr. 
Wang's partisan, the Vice-Minister of 
Communications, Mr, Peng Hsuch- 
pei, who provided hilm with a plane, 
Mr. Peng has since been arrested, 

The “United Press Message 
alleges {hat Wang tried to win the 
allegiance of the Provincial Governor 
of Yunnan. General Lung Yun Im- 
mediately reported to Marshal Chiang, 
Mr. Wang fled to Hanol where his fol- 
lowers,. Messrs, Chen Kung-po (the 
well-known politician and former 
Ministry of Industry), Chow Fu-hai 
(hend of the Publicity Department 
of the Chinese Government) and 
Tseng Chung-ming (former Vice- 
Minister of Rallways), followed. 

KONOYE'S TERMS IN 
ADVANCE 

A further sensational angle is dis- 
closed by the alleged discovery of a 
draft of Prince Konoye’s declaration, 
which hnd been seeretly shown to 
Mr. Wang for’ approval before 
Issue, :

Wang if-they can in an attempt to 
set up a puppet administration in-the 
South-west.+ In this connection, St 
is ‘notable that while the Japanese 
Army usually takes charge of simi- 
lar seeret service work, this job is 
in the hands of the Navat Intelll- 
gence, since South China is primari- 
ly $n thelr sphere of influence., 

“Mr, Wang's filght, however, has 
practically destroyed his value, even 
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for the Jnpanese, since he has fall- 
ed in his main task of enlisting Yun. 
nun support In order to cut off 
China's new communications. 


YUNNAN DISCONTENT 


It is learned from officials of the 
Reorganlsed Kwangtung Government 
now in Hongkong that the cause of 
Yunnan’s discontent was the despatch 
of most Yunnanese troops to the front 
and lack of arms and munitions for 
the Yunnan provincial defence, 

When Marshal Chiang Kaleshek 
heard of the Intrigue he immediate- 
ly arranged a meeting with General 
Lung Yun to whom he promised that 
the Central Government would re- 
plenish the provinciol troops and 
arms, :

‘CHIANG NOT INFORMED

cuss peace terms with Japan on three

In paying special tribute to 
the fighting qualities of the 
Insurgent Spanish soldiers and 
oficers, he expressed the hope 
that the new Spain would be- 
come a pronounced military 
nation, possessing an army 
second to none, 


Another thing which the war had 
shown was that Spain is capable of 
achieving; Independence in the 
domain of production of armaments. 
In future, its armament industries 
would understo far-reaching: cxpan- 
sion, : 


RECONSTRUCTION PLANS 


General Franco then proceeded to 
disclose his plans for carrying out the 
work of reconstruction in renascent 
Spain, Ultlmate victory in the civil 
war was not, he insisted, an end in 
Itself. -It was his intention when the 
war was over, to have recourse to 
persuusion in order to fet all 
Spaniards, regardless as to whether 
they fought under the Insurgent or 
Loyalist flag to join hands in building 
up o new Spain on a basis of social 
justice. His special care would be 
dedicated to the work of improving 
the lot of the indigent sections of the 
population, with a view to, ralsing 
the general standard of existence in 
Spain, 


The first steps had already been 
taken in this direction. In the near 
future, Spaln would possess 200,000 
workers' dwelling houses. National 
health and hygiene would occupy a 
prominent place in the Government's 
programme, 


Even during the war, the number 
of beds in the sanatoriums for the 
treatment of tubercular discases had 
been increased by 2,000 to 8,000, and 
would eventually be raised to 
35,000. 

The work of national integration, 
General Franco went on fo say, 
would be carried out sin an atmos- 
phere of domestic peace, virile work, 
and economic and cultural stability. 


WANTS ALL TO ASSIST 


The problem of prisoners of war 
would not present any difficulty as 
the new Spain was firmly resolved to 
enlist the help of all who were will- 
ing to do their part. Professional 
criminals and responsible Loyalist 
leaders would alone be excluded from 
the new natlonal fellowship, he de- 
clared, : 

Workshops erected in the prison 
camps would provide prisoners with 
an opportunity to find their way back 
into the national community. A 
supreme tribunal would be set up 
at the end of the war, und would re- 
examine all scntences passed by the 
military courts, and in this way wHl 
assure the rule of justice. in new 
Spain, ‘ 

He could not imagine a better re- 
ward for his labours than to win over 
to his side those who had been his 
enemies, provided thelr condition was 
sincere. ‘This upplied even to those 
Loyalists who had fled the country. 

Turning to foreign policy, Gencral 
Franco emphasised the importance of 
Spain as a Mediterranean Power, 

“There are “three things which 
Would induce me to rally and mo- 
bilise the Spanish people", he declar- 
ed, “First, in order to defend the 
Christinn doctrine, secondly, in the 
event of a threat of forelgn Invasion, 
thirdly in tc event of anybody seck- 
tng to allocate to Spain o servile 
role in the Mediterranean. 


MUST BE RECOGNISED AS 
MEDITERRANEAN POWER 


“There would have to.be no men- 
tlon of the Mediterranean without 
mentioning Spain, which would, in 
future, not recognise any of -the 
Mediterrunean ngreements which had 
been concluded without Spanish 
participation.” . 

In concluslon, Genernl Franco 
stressed the importance of a bond of 
unity existing between Spain and 
Portugal, us they were two nations 
atriving for like ideals. A pronounce- 
ment on the principles governing the 
attitude of Spain towards Latin 
4 America would be forthcoming !n the 
near future.

a special session this morning, the French Chamber 
passed the third reading of the budget estimates for 


1939 by 372 votes to 229, following persistent attempts by 
the Socialist and Communist opposition at obstruction, 
directed chiefly at the French Premier, who at one part of 
the debate, found himself obliged to declare that he would 
put off his journey to Tunis until the Chamber had passed 


the budget. | 


Even so, owing to the tactics of the Left-Wing 
opposition, Premier Daladier had to defer his departure 
from Paris until mid-day. It had been his original 
intention to leave at 9 o’clock in the morning. ; 


The trouble started when, in 
accordance with Parliamentary 
procedure the budget estimates 
were submitted for ‘final 
examination to the. Chamber's 
Finance Committee on Saturday 
evening.. The Communist De- 
putics adopted - the - tactics. of 
delivering endless speeches 80 
that the deliberations lasted all 
night, and were still in progress 
at 7.45 a.m, on Sunday. 


Finally one group, who had been 
walting for hours for the plenary 
session to begin, sent a message to M. 
Vallisere the chalrman of the Finance 
Committee asking him to appear in 
the lobbies. When he did s0, they 
asked him when he thought the com- 
mittee would ‘conclude its delibera- 
tlons. He replied that he was un- 
able to say definitely when they 
would end. 


Shortly atlerwards, M. Daladicr, 
acompanicd by M. Paul Reynaud, 
Minister of Finance, appeared in the 
Chamber to discuss the situntion with 
M. Edouard Herriott, the Chamber 
President. M. Daladler thereupon 
called the members of his party to- 
gether and. told them that the op- 
Positlon was attempting to create a 
Government crisis ot {the moment 
when he was. about to depart for 
Corsica: Nor the budget was at 
stake, he sald, but the entire prestige 
of Frunce.. Thereupon the Radifcal-

Patiament will assemble on Janu- 
ary 12, The ‘Prime ” Minister, Mr. 
Mackenzie King, offictally announced 
the date after a Cabinet meeting re- 
cently. 

He declined to revenl the Govern- 
ment's legislative programme, but It 
is belicved that “the Royal visit, the 
new Anglo-Canodjan — trade 
ments, domestic defence, 
pollcy, a minimum wheat ree, the 
unemployment relict problem = and 
prison réform will be the chief sub- 
Sects of debate. 

There is a frowing agitatlon in 
some circles to modify or abolisn the 
most favoured nation benefits auto- 
matically extended to Germany, 
Italy and Japan under the Canadian- 
American Treaty. This is ileely to 
lend to heated debnte. It is believed 
unlikely that the Government will 
take such actlon, because it belleves 
that Canada, as on exporting cusin- 
try, has a broader advantage on the 
whole. : 

There is also likely to be bitter 
debate on the defence estimates and 
foreign policy in the light of Euro- 
pean developments. It is understood 
that the Government may Increase 
the defence estimates to £10,000,000. 

It Is expected that the Speech from 
the Throne will stress the importance 
of the Royal tour. 

The King’s Birthday.—The King's 
birthday will be observed in Canada 
next year on May 20, while their. 
Majesties nre visiting Ottawa, Instead 
of on June 9. The change will be 
made by Order in Council.

The West End Is to have another 
cinema in February, It will be 
called the Paris, and is now belng 
bullt on the site, 4~12, Regent-atrect, 
where an amusement centre with two 
tinemas was orginally planned. 

The Paris will be controlled by the 
Marquis de Casa Maury and Capt. H. 
G. Morrison, who control the Curzon 
Cinema. 

"It will be’ an attempt,” said the 
Marquis de Casa Maury, “to repeat in 
the heart of theatreland what we have 
already done in tho residentlal area 
of Mayfair. We find that there is a 
large and growing public for intelllge- 
ent forelgn films, and anticipate no 
diMculty at all in finding them.” 

The Paris will seat 600, ot prices 
ranging from 2s. 6d. to Gs.’ All the 
seats will be on the same floor, as 
at the Curzon, and the design, by Mr.

Plans for making a film of the, 
Titantic disaster wero described re- 
cently in the ‘stage and screen 
mingazine, “Varicty,’ which also 
stntes that the, Cunard White Stor 
Line is understood to have lodged a 
formal complaint .with the Depart- 
ment of State in Washington. 

The White Star liner Titanfe sank 
In the Atlantic after collision with [ 
an iceberg on her maiden voyage to 
the United States on April 21, 1912, 
with o-loss of 1,603 lives, : 

Officials of the shipping company 
project had been under discussion for 
several months, but state {hat any 
action in such o matter could be | 
taken only by the company’s head 
office in England. . It was obvious, 
however, they added, that objection 
could be ‘taken, since’ a film of this 
nature might: alarm travellers, . 

“Variety quotes a Hollywood 
spokesman of the Selznick Interna- 
tional Picture Corporation as saying:
